High Wind Trevented 
Balloon Ascension 


( anion, 
Nov. 27.—Disappointment 
was the lot of Canton balloonists yes- 


terday, when owing to the strong wind 
which prevailed it was necessary to 
abandon the scheduled flight in the 
“Ohio.” 
Dr. Thompson of Salem, as 
well as Messrs. Fornes and HUon, 
felt keen disappointment at being un­ 
able to ascend. 
During the early part of the morn­ 
ing the forbidding weather conditions 
gave the 
balloonists little hope of 
making a flight, but later as It cleared 
somewhat the inflation of the balloon 
was begun. 
By IO o’clock it looked 
as if no difficulty would be experi­ 
enced in getting under way, but at l l 
Wi en they were ready to start, the 
gale increased in violence. 
Exciting scenes followed at the bal­ 
loon park. 
The struggling balloon, 
blown to and fro by the heavy wind, 
tugged and strained at the thongs 
which held it prisoner. The huge bag, 
already inflated, rocked from one ride 
to the other, and it required all of the 
strength of 20 men to hold It to the 
earth. 
Instead of abating, the wind 


increased, and soon the 20 men found 
it impossible to hold the balloon. By­ 
standers came to their assistance, and 
all joined in the struggle in keep it to 
terra firma. Rolling from one Bid-: to 
the other, strong men were bunea 
from their 
feet and piled in heaps 
upon the ground. 
It was Impossible 
to ascertain the exact amount of bal­ 
last that would be required to keep 
the balloon righted, and whenever an 
attempt was made to ascend, it wou u 
be violently tossed about, so that the 
balloonists would have been placed In 
great peril 
had 
it been released. 
Finally, after several futile attempts 
had been made to get under way, the 
ascension was abandoned, and the r p 


cord pulled. 
It is the first time in the history o 
the local Aero club that an ascension 
! had to be given up after all prepara­ 
tio n s had been made for the event. 
No plans for attempting the postponed 
ascension have been made 
There will be no more flights this 
week. 
Morgan and Wade have indefi­ 
nitely 
postponed the one scheduled 
rn riming. 


Dr. H. W. Thompson of this (tty 
is now a fully authorized balloon pilot 
and as such will in all probability 
pilot a greater majority of the future 
ascensions under the auspices or tne 
Aero Club of Ohio. 
Dr. Thompson's wide experience in 
aeronautics is already .well known 
in Salem. 
He has made during 
hts 
career 89 ascensions. 
All but six oi 
these have been in hotair balloons, 
and as the rules of the American 
Aeronautic 
society 
regulating 
the 
qualification for pilotsblp specify that 
ten ascensions must be made in gas 
balloons, ordinarily he would be re­ 
quired to make four more ascensions 
before qualifying. 
But the directors 
of the Ohio club considered that Dr. 
Thompson's past experience warrant 
ed them in waiving that technicality. 
It was decided to he perfectly rate 
to allow members of the club to ac­ 
company him 
as passengers on his 
flights. 
It is stated in Canton that muon 
benefit will result to the aero club 
from allowing the privilege of p’lot- 
ship to Dr. Thompson. It is frequent­ 
ly difficult for Leo Stevens to arrange 
his affairs so as to come to Canton, 
especially during the winter months, 
and Messrs. 
Morgan 
and Wade of 
Cleveland, the two other members of 
the club who are pilots, have many 
engagements ahead. 
It is expected 
that many flights with Dr. Thompson 
acting as pilot will be scheduled new.

Accordingly 
this week the repre 


sen ta ti vee of the liquor forces expect 
to present to the delegation a new 
prai>osal for a law effectively accom­ 
plishing, in their opinion, the proper 
regulation and limitation of the saloon 
business. 
“The proposal we have iu mind," 
said Secretary llortx of the Manufac­ 
turers’ association, “is one that 
we 
think will bring the saloon up to a 
respectable plane. 
W e want to do 
away with 
the 
dives. 
Prohibition 
places*a premium on dives. It creates 
them. 
It gives an incentive for dis­ 
obedience to the law 
“Our plan is to regulate and put a 
premium on obedience of the law. 
Men would be rewarded for obeying 
and so decisively punished for dis 
obedience that 
there 
would be no 
probability of a second offense 
“We would limit the number of sa 
loons in cities or villages to one for 
every 400 or 500 inhabitants, 
pre­ 
scribe locations in which they could 
not exist and make the character of 
the saloonkeeper 
a question or in­ 
vestigation by a jury. 
“Saloons 
in 
residence 
districts 
would 
be 
prohibited. 
Proprietors 
would have to be of reputable charac­ 
ter, and if they disobeyed the law in 
any form whatever they would be 
permanently barred from re-entering 
business.’’

The Spanish war was won by two 
naval victories—Manila and Santiago. 
Naturally the fame of the American 
navy, and especially of its gunnery, 
flamed across the world. As a matter 
of fact, the shooting at Manila and 
Santiago was about as bad as possible. 
At Manila SO per cent, of the shots 
missed at a range of from 6,000 to 
4,000 yards; at Santiago—the 
chief 
battle of the war—at least 98 per cent. 
A 
special 
commission 
of 
officers, 
which was appointed to examine the 
wrecks of the Spanish ships at San 
lia"o established this fact officially. 
It reported that of 9.500 projectiles 
fired, only 123, or 1.3 per cent. had 
found a mark on the Spanish ships. 
Making every possible allowance fot 
hits which could not readily be seen 
upon the wrecks, not one shot in 50 
struck its mark. The day of the battle 
was clear, the sea smooth, the targets 
were 20 feet high and 200 feet long 
and the range was 2.800 yards. 
Eng­ 
lish gunners at that time could have 
hit the Spanish ships at least two out 
of every Ave shots. 
Fortunately for 
us. th e’fact that we were fighting a 
thoroughly senile power, whose ships 
had neither gunners nor proper am ­ 
munition aboard, gave us an undisput­ 
ed victory.—McClure’s.

There must be many more lumbermen 
with axes along the Maowahoc, the 
Moiuncus and the Mattawamkeag be­ 
fore this beautiful region will fail of 
Its forest.
